Gretclien  Ross,  a  promising  brojclcaster  and  mass  communic  alion  ma|or,  spent  a  summer  in  New  York  Cily  as  an  intern  with 
ABC  TV  News,  just  one  more  step  in  her  journey  to  be  an  on-air  TV  broadcaster. 

"I  have  always  wanted  an  internship  with  a  national  network,"  said  Ross.  "I  never  thought  I  would  actually  be  spending  my 
summer  in  New  York  with  ABC." 

From  Greenville,  N.C.,  Ross  was  one  of  three  news  interns  with  ABC  NewsOne.  NewsOne  is  the  affiliate  24-hour  newsroom 
for  ABC  News.  It  is  a  newsgathering  service  that 
provides  complete  coverage  of  news,  features  and 
sports  to  affiliated  stations  across  the  country,  foreign 
news  agencies  and  other  domestic  programs. 

During  her  time  at  NewsOne  Ross  became 
proficient  in  using  digital  editing  systems,  acted  as 
associate  producer  for  correspondents  on  several 
stories  and  produced  the  daily  "Medical"  and 
"Money"  minute  segments  and  the  weekly  "New 
Music  Tuesday"  project.  She  also  attended  several 
internship  seminars  where  she  was  encouraged  to 
pitch  story  ideas.

The  modest  radio  station  powered 
up  In  1974  as  a  3,000-watt,  noncommercial  radio  station.  Station  Manager  and  Campbell  alumnus  Travis  Autty  can  remember 
when  the  station  was  operated  with  only  two  reel-to-reel  tape  players,  two  turntables,  and  one  cassette  deck.  In  2006  WCCE 
(90.1  FM)  celebrated  31  years  of  broadcasting  ^ind  training  hundreds  of  promising  on-air  talent  who  either  want  to  work  or  are 
working  In  radio,  TV  and  other  broadcasting  areas. 

"We're  definitely  not  a  big  superpower  and  we  don't  have  a  huge  market,"  said  Autiy.  "But  there  is  so  much  that  we  do, 
you  might  say  we  occupy  a  niche  all  our  own." 

WCCE  not  only  programs  music,  news,  sports,  and  syndicated  talk  shows.  It  sei\'es  as  a  training  ground  for  electronic  media 
majors  who  are  preparing  to  enter  the  work  force  and  must  learn  to  do  everything,  from  running  the  equipment  for  daily 
operations  and  putting  together  programs  for  broadcast,  to  on-aIr  announcing.  With  a  105-foot  tower,  the  station's  signal 
reaches  not  only  Harnett  County,  but  also  to  portions  of  the  surrounding  counties:  CLimberl.ind,  lohnston,  Lee,  Sampson  and 
Wake. 

Travis  and  his  co-worker  Carolyn  Bowden  lead  Campbell  University  students,  many  of  whom  are  majoring  In  Mass 
Communication.  The  main  focus  of  WCCE  Radio  Is  to  provide  educational  opportunities  and  professional  work  experience  for 
students  preparing  for  a  careers  in  radio  and  the  mass 
communication  field.

Dr.  Hammond  went  on  to  earn  a  doctorate  in  biology  from  the  University  of  South 
Carolina  in  199U  where  he  specialized  in  molecular  genetics  and  biochemistry.  His 
dissertation  was  titled,  "Characterization  of  the  Molecular  Mechanisms  Regulating 
Ribosomal  Protein  mRNA  Translation  in  Mouse  Muscle  Cells."  His  doctoral  work 
led  to  publications  in  two  prestigious  journals.  The  journal  of  Biological  Chemistiy 
and  Genes  and  Development.  At  the  completion  of  his  doctorate.  Dr.  Hammond 
worked  as  a  jjostdoctoral  fellow  at  the  Los  Alamos  National  Laboratory. 
Opportunistic  timing  allowed  Hammond  to  work  at  the  Laborator/'s  Life  Sciences 
Division  and  Center  for  Human  Genome  Studies  when  the  Human  Genome  Project 
officially  started  in  the  fall  of  1990. 

Hammond  developed  a  patent  for  rapid  base  sequencing  in  f^NA  and  RNA  while 
working  at  Los  Alamos.  In  1995,  Hammond's  patent  received  the  Distinguished 
Patent  Award  out  of  several  hundred  others  developed  that  same  year.  Dr. 
Hammond's  work  at  Los  Alamos  produced  a  second  patent  in  1996  dealing  with 
DNA  fragment  sizing  and  sorting  that  was  licensed  by  Molecular  Technologies,  Inc. 
Hammond's  work  on  rapid  DNA  sequencing  based  on  single  molecule  detection 
was  published  in  the  scientific  journal.  Society  of  Photo-Optical  Instrumentation 
Engineers,  in  1')^  1 .

Everything  from  basic  nfle  niarksnianship  and  field  training 
exercises  to  color  guard  ceremonies  and  community  volunteei 
activities  encompass  a  cadet's  annual  training  regimen.  In  addition  to 
mandatory  events,  Campbell  ROTC  provides  several  extracurriculai 
training  opportunities.  One  such  opportunity  is  the  Ranger  Challenge, 
a  military  skills  oriented  competition  in  which  the  Campbell  Battalion 
ranked  third  in  a  brigade  of  over  twenty  universities  this  year.  Dunng 
the  summer,  cadets  may  also  attend  actual  US  Army  schools,  to 
include  Airborne,  Air  Assault,  Mountain  Warfare,  and  Northcin 
Warfare  School. 

Once  cadets  reach  the  end  ot  their  junior  year,  they  attend  the 
Leadership  Development  and  Assessment  Course,  located  at  Ft.  Lewi', 
in  Washington  State.  This  month-long  event  tests  and  then  ranks  every 
cadet  in  the  nation  on  an  order  of  merit  list  that  is  used  to  decide  to 
which  Army  branch  a  cadet  will  be  assigned.  Campbell  ROTC  cadets 
consistently  rank  in  the  top  twenty  percent  of  the  order  of  merit. 

Campbell  University  ROTC  is  a  program  that  prepares  cadets  for 
the  multitude  of  challenges  awaiting  a  future  Army  officer.  Graduates 
of  the  Campbell  Battalion  enter  the  Army  possessing  the  skills 
necessary  not  only  to  lead  soldiers  confidently,  but  also  to  "Lead  from 
the  front.

Dr.  Benjamin  M.  Hawkins  began  his  journe\  toward  Campbell  University  over  28 
years  ago.  as  an  economics  instructor  at  Clemson  University.  Over  the  next  tew  years, 
he  served  at  over  five  colleges  and  universities  that  allowed  him  to  gain  invaluable 
experience  that  he  now  brings  to  his  position.  Dean  Hawkins  joined  the  Campbell 
University  family  in  June  of  2004  as  Dean  of  the  Lundy-Fetterman  School  of 
Business. 

When  Dean  Hawkins  began  talking  with  Campbell  University  about  the  position  of 
Dean,  he  was  strongly  impressed  by  Campbell's  culture.  He  found  an  attitude  of 
excellence  among  the  faculty  and  administration,  both  being  committed  to  the 
University  and  its  students,  througli  their  pui-pose  and  goals  for  the  University.  These 
were  main  factors  that  brouglit  Dean  Hawkins  to  Campbell,  and  he  has  taken  great 
strides  to  keep  the  school  of  business  filled  with  the  same  enthusiasm. 

When  Dean  Hawkins  arrived  at  Campbell,  the  first  thing  to  be  done  was  unite  the 
school  with  a  new  vision.  Dean  Hawkins  spent  time  with  faculty  revising  the  mission 
statement  and  updating  the  core  values  of  the  school.  His  focus  is  on  creating  a  caring 
environment  for  the  education  of  students,  teaching  a  free-entei-prise  curriculum, 
encouraging  work  experience,  and  laying  a  solid  base  of  Christian  values  that  will 
accompany  the  students  into  being  ethical  businessmen  and  women.
